Barring new heavy rains, which 
as of today were not forecast, the 
Mississippi at St. Louis was ex- 
pected to crest Friday at 33 to 
33.5 feet. Flood stage is 30, The

day. Rainfall yesterday at the 
downtown Weather Bureau office 
totaled 1.09 inches, at Lambert-St.

Polling Places to Be Open 
From 9 A. M. to 9 P. M. 
in Both Areas. 


June 3 has been set as a spe- 
cial registration day for voters in 
the Aug. 3 primary election in 
both the city and St, Louis county, 
the respective election boards an- 
nounced today after reaching an 
agreement on the date. 


Civic and labor organizations 
had requested the registration day, 
which is for persons reaching 
voting age, new residents and 
those whose registrations have 
lapsed through failure to vote in 
the last four years. Registration 
in the city June 3 will be at poll- 
ing places in the 784 precincts 
and in the county at 54 polling 
places, from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. The 
present city registration is 362,178 
of a possible 450,000 eligible. The 
county registration is 135,000 of a 
possible 210,000. 

The election boards set a single 
date for area registration to avoid 
confusion, it was stated. To be 
eligible for registration, a voter 
must have been a resident of the 
state for one year and of the com- 
munity, from which he registers 
for 60 days prior to the primary. 
Voters may register any time at 
the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners, 208 South Twelfth 
boulevard, and at the St. Louis 
County Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, 7929 Forsythe boulevard,

Chief O'Connell Tells of In- 
creasing Number of 
Thefts.

Chief of Police Jeremiah O’Con- 
nell took a look today at the con- 
tinued large number of thefts of 
automobiles from parking lots and 
advised owners not to let parking 
lot attendants leave the keys to 
the machines on sun Visors or un- 
der floor mats. 

He pointed. out that leaving the 
keys in the automobiles, a prac- 
tice which many lots require, is 
an invitation to thieves. A man 
with larceny in his heart fre- 
quently has an opportunity to 
climb into. an automobile and 
drive away while the attendant is 
busy elsewhere on the lot, he said.

Meanwhile, Chief of Detectives 
Leonard Murphy pointed out that 
the proper place for large sums 
of money is in a bank, not under 
the mattress. Burglars have a 
habit of selecting for their opera- 
tions a neighborhood where the

CITY PLANS SUBSTITUTE BILL 
FOR LEVYING EARNINGS TAX

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22— 
Announcement that the city of St. 
Louis plans to seek approval of a 
substitute bill, which would give 
the city the right to enact an 
earnings tax as a means of ob- 
taining additional municipal rev- 
enue was made on the floor of 
the Senate today by Senator 
David E. Horn of St. Louis. 

Senator Horn made the an- 
nouncement in a debate on the 
St. Louis police salary increase 
bill, and stated the substitute 
earnigns tax bill would drop the 
provision in the present bill for 
a 50 per cent reduction in the 
state income tax. The present bill, 
now in committee, would give 
cities the right to levy a tax 
equal to the amount of the cut 
in the state income tax. In the 
case of St. Louis and Kansas City 
these cities would have the right 
to enact an earnings tax of one- 
half of one per cent on individual 
earnings. 

The former St. Louis earnings 
tax was declared invalid by the 
Missouri Supreme Court, which 
held the city did not have author- 
ity to make the levy. A substitute 
bill, of the sort announced by 
Senator Horn. would grant St.

Capital— Press Renews 
Campaign for Allies to 
Leave City.

BERLIN, March 22 (AP)—The 
Russians, who walked out of a 
Allied Control Council’ meeting 
Saturday, canceled seven meetings 
of other four-power control groups 
today. The Russians said they 
were too busy to attend. 

Despite Russia’s boycott of four- 


power government machinery for 
Germany, the United States occu- 
pation chief said the Americans 
intend to stay in Berlin. 

“We are in Berlin by agreement, 
just as the Russians are in Saxony 
and Thuringia (territory con- 
quered by American troops) by 
agreement,” said Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, United States Military Gov- 
ernor. “We intend to stay.“ 

Reds Hold Chairmanships, 

The Russians’ boycott spread 
paralysis today through the whole 
contro] authority. In quick suc- 
cession, the Russians, who hold 
the council chairmanships for this 
month, canceled morning meetings 
of the manpower directorate, vet- 
erinaries’ sub-committee, lines 
work party and the accounting 
work party. Then three afternoon 
meetings were called off. 

By noon, the Russians had tak- 
en part in only one session with 
the Western Allies. That was a 
secretaries’ meeting at which they 
announced there will be no meet- 
ing of the Allied co-ordinating 
committee tomorrow, 

The co-ordinating committee, 
made up of th emilitary governors 
of the four occupying powers, is 
the second highest Allied govern- 
ing body for Germany. Ranking 
just under the Control Council, it 
prepares the council’s agenda. 

The Russian boycott did not ap- 
ply to the Allied Kommandantur, 
four-power body governing Berlin, 
whose working committees went 
on holding regular sessions. 

U. S. Course Undecided. 

Clay’s statement was made in 
an interview in reply to a request 
that he comment on the Russian 
boycott and on, renewed sugges- 
tions in Russian-controlled news- 
papers here that the western pow- 
ers get out of Berlin. He was 
not prepared to say what course 
the Americans would pursue if the 
Russian boycott went on. 

The Russian chairmen can call 
off all remaining control author- 
ity meetings this month if they 
want. Next month, however, 
chairmanships in all groups ro- 
tate to the Americans and they 
can call meetings. 

Clay was asked whether he 
would call the Control Council in- 
to session in April. He said: 

“Our course hasn’t been deter- 
mined yet. I shall want to con- 
sult with my colleagues first.” 

“No doubt the Russians are 
making a break,” said one high- 
ly placed American, “but whether 
they’re ready to make a full break 
isn't clear yet. That may not 
come until they are ready to an- 
nounce the establishment of a 
Communist - controlled German 
government of their own, choosing 
to present it as a replacement 
for the Control Council.” 

The Russian-sponsored Socialist 
Unity party last week engineered 
establishment of a so-called Ger- 
man people’s council. The coun- 
cil has the announced intention 
of drafting an all-Germany con- 
stitution and eventually replacing 
the Allied Control Council. 

Newspaper Comment. 

The  Soviet-licensed Berliner 
Zeitung over the weekend re- 
newed a demand that the three 
western powers withdraw from 
Berlin. It said, “they have de- 
stroyed the Allied Control Coun- 
cil and with it their reason for 
being here.” ; 

Taegliche Runchschau, pub- 
lished by the Russian army, indi- 
cated the Soviet action stemmed 
from President Truman’s request 
for a resumption of selective serv- 
ice and from the American, Brit- 
ish, French conference in London 
on Germany. Front page editorials 
said Truman’s address, the Lon- 
don conference and the western 
European treaty signed at Brussels 


were “links in the chain of viola- 
tions of the Potsdam Conference 
agreements.” 

Taegliche Rundschau printed 
the story under this headline: 
„Western Powers Destroy Con- 
trol Council.” 

Marshal Vassily D. Sokolovsky, 
Soviet military governor for Ger- 
many, adjourned Saturday’s meet- 
ing abruptly and led his delega- 
tion out. He said he did so be- 
cause United States, British and 
French delegations would not give 
him information on the London 
conference. Sokolovsky accused 
the western powers of disregard- 
ing control machinery and said, 
“the Control Council no longer 
exists as an organ of government.”

WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) 
— The Republicans’ $4,800,000,000 
income tax-cutting bill headed fer 
certain passage in the Senate late 
today. 

The balloting was due to start 
at 4 p.m. (St. Louis time) on all 
remaining amendments, then on 
the bill itself. 

G.O.P. leaders predicted enough 
Democrats would join them to roll 
up a two-thirds majority for the 
measure. Most Democrats opposed 
to the bill agreed that would hap- 
pen. 


Some opponents insisted, how- 
ever, a two-thirds margin could 
not be maintained against the 
veto the Republicans say they ex- 
pect. It would have to be—in both 
the Senate and House—to override 
President Truman’s. disapproval. 

(The United Press said that a 
poll showed that at least 23 of 
the Senate's 45 Democrats were 
lined up behind the measure and 
that Republican leaders. expected 
all of the 51 G.O.P. Senators to 
support it.) 


“In the Bag,” Says Morse. 

The G.O.P,'s newest convert to 
tax reduction, Senator Morse of 
Oregon, told a reporter: “Over- 
riding a veto is in the bag.”

To Retain Care 


Officials Seek 


of Polio Patients 


Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, superintend- 
ent of St. Louis County Hospital, 
and Luman F. Matthews, presid- 
ing judge of the County Court, 


were in New York today, to ap- 
peal to the officers of the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, for rescinding of the 
order removing the county head- 
quarters for poliomyelitis treat- 
ment from County Hospital. 

Transferring of polio patients 
from County Hospital to St. An- 
thony’s Hospital, 3520 Chippewa 
street, began yesterday. 

Dr. Lohr wishes to avoid dis- 
ruption of the staff of the insti- 
tution, as it would be necessary 
to dismiss 40 or more persons if 
polio treatment at the hospital 
were to be discontinued. Three 
respirator, or iron lung, patients 
were among those moved yester- 
day, and two such patients are 
still at the county institution. The 
program of the foundation, as 
announced last week, called for 
transfer of all polio patients from 
County Hospital to St. Anthony’s, 
or their removal to their homes, 
by April 1. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, chairman of 
the St. Louis and St. Louis county 
chapter of the foundatiun, is in 
charge of the removals. The foun- 
dation ordered the local chapter 


treatment in the out-patient de- 


to withdraw support from the 
county unit as such, because the 
emergency arising from the prev- 
alence of the disease in 1946 is 
considered to have passed, It is 
the foundation’s policy, he said, 
to grant assistance to patients 
on an individual basis. 

St. Anthony’s previously was 
caring for several polio patients, 
and will coritinue to handle this 
class of patients on an individual 
basis, and not as a unit, as at 
County Hospital. Dr. Smith said 
out-patients who have been re- 
ceiving care at County Hospital 
would go to St. Anthony’s in fu- 
ture, and an out-patient section 
will be installed to care for them. 
Transportation for those receiving 


partment will be provided by the 
foundation ch®pter. 

A number of the 35 polio pa- 
tients who have been at the 
county institution will return to 
their homes, and their treatment 
will be financed by their families, 
with such assistarce from the 
foundation as circumstances may 
make necessary, Dr. Smith said 
today. “There will be no inter- 
ruption of service to patients,” he 
said. “We shall continue to ex- 
tend assistance to all present and 
future victims of infantile pa- 
ralysis who need it.”

He urged adoption of the 
proposed $10,000,000 city bond is- 
sue to subsidize slum clearance in 
the Olive-Market-Fifteenth-Grand 
area, as a start toward a major 
city program. 


ARCHBISHOP TELLS 
PARISHES NOT TO 
DEPEND ON BAZAARS 


Bazaars, socials and picnics may 
have a wholesome social value, 
but they should hardly be de- 
‘pended on as a means of obtain- 
ing revenue for Catholic parishes, 
Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter 
pointed out in a letter sent yes- 
terday to priests of all parishes 
in the archdiocese. 

To encourage parishioners to 
support bazaars and socials, the 
archbishop said, is “neither good 
business nor good religion.” He 
suggested as an alternative that 
church maintenance costs be de- 
frayed by urging parishioners to 
contribute a regular sum every 
Sunday in an envelope. 

The archbishop declared also 
the collection at the church door 
of money for seats should be 
abolished. 


Conserve Gasoline Now or Face 
Shortage This Summer, Says U.S. 


Fuel Oil Users Also 


Urged to Save This 


Spring and Avoid Short Rations 
Next Winter. 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (UP) 
—Pleasure-driving motorists were 
urged today to save gasoline now 
or face a crippling shortage this 
summer. 

The warning was given by Max 
W. Ball, head of the Interior De- 
partment’s oil and gas division 
in a report on the petroleum out- 
look. 

Petroleum industry leaders sup- 
ported Ball's conclusions, They 
said in connection with the report 
that some control and some dis- 
tribution of gasoline will have to 
be undertaken. 

d Saving of Fuel Oil. 

Oil- burning households also 
have got to conserve, Ball said, 
or both homes and some indus- 
tries will be on short rations next 
winter. 

Ball also said that: 

1. U. S. oil exports can’t be 
reduced too much or the United 
States may have trouble fueling 
another war. 

2. U. S. foreign policy must 
give “every reasonable support 
to American oil operations 
abroad.” 

3. Not only the domestic pe- 
troleum industry but American 
oil companies in the Middle 
East must have more steel to 

increase production. 


Ball repeated what he had said 
before—that pleasure drivers this 
summer will not always find gaso- 
line at the first filling station 
they come to unless the whole 
populace saves petroleum prod- 
ucts. In addition, he said, the oil 
industry must maintain its recent 
record output. 

Fuel to Harvest Crops.’ 

If that is done, he said, there 
may be enough gasoline to go 
around. But if it is wasted, some 
crops may have to go unharvested 
because farmers won't have fuel 
to run their equipment. 

Ball’s report said the United 
States has 31.2 per cent of the 
world’s known reserves of crude 
oil and Russia has but 11.4 per 
cent, 

The Middle East has 40.8 per 
cent and the Eastern Hemisphere 
as a whole has 55 per cent. Vene- 
zuela has 10.4 per cent and the 
Western Hemisphere 45 per cent. 

Ball said the United States con- 
sumes 63 per cent of the world’s 
output, the Western Hemisphere 
takes 82 per cent, and the Middle 
East about 9 per cent. ; 

Ball said the situation calls for 
a consistent foreign oil policy, 
maintained throughout the years. 
Every reasonable support should 
be given to American oil com- 
panies operating abroad, he added.

Sentner’s District in Effect 
Indorses Candidacy of 
Wallace. 


A political split in the ranks of 
the 25,000 members of District 8, 
CIO United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers of America, was 
expected to follow the adoption 
by the semi-annual convention of 
the district yesterday of a reso- 
lution which is m effect an in- 
dorsement of Henry Wallace and 
a third party. 

The résolution, adopted by a 
voice vote of the 52 delegates at- 
tending the convention at Evans- 
ville, Ind., was opposed vigorously 
by delegates representing Locals 
1102 and 1108 of St. Louis, a local 
from Kansas City, Mo., and an- 
other from Tell City, Ind. Support 
of Wallace and opposition to the 
Marshall Plan are contrary to 
CIO political policy, set by the 
CIO national executive board at 
a January meeting in Washington. 

The resolution adopted yester- 
day indorsed the resignations of 
Albert Fitzgerald, national presi- 
dent of the United Electrical 
Workers, and Julius Emspak, na- 
tional secretary-treasurer, from 
the national CIO-PAC board in 
protest against national CIO po- 
litical policy, which was termed 
“a departure from independent, 
non-partisan political action.” The 
resolution charged that the na- 
tional CIO has tied itself to the 


Democratic party “irrespective of 
party record.” 

| The executive board of District 
8 was authorized to set up a dis- 
trict political organization, and 
members were urged to support 
candidates “who have demonstrat- 
ed their devotion to a program 
based on the needs of the people.” 

William Sentner, president of 
District 8, an avowed Communist, 
and Robert Logsdon, a district 
representative, supported the res- 
olution and a second resolution 
favoring an amendment to permit 
the election of district officers by 
delegates, instead of by referen- 
dum, the present method. Oppo- 
sition to both resolutions was led 
by James Click, delegate from 
Local 1102, who charged that the 
proposed change in the method of 
electing district officers is an ef- 
fort to maintain Sentner and his 
followers in control. 

Oscar Ehrhardt, executive sec- 
retary of the St. Louis CIO In- 
dustrial Union Council, said the 
Evansville resolution is in direct 
conflict with CIO policy and 
means that UE members, who sup- 
port the Wallace Third Party, 
would not be working with CIO- 
PAC. Ehrhardt said the council, 
which is in agreement with na- 
tional CIO policy, could take no 
official action on the resolution, 
although recognizing that it 
means a division of forces within 
the local CIO groups. Ehrhardt 
said he was confident the ma- 
jority of UE members would dis- 
regard the resolution and sup- 
port national policy.

FLEISHMAN BACKS 
11 TRANSFERS 
FROM: BOONVILLE 


Says They Were Not Hur- 
ried Mass Treatment as 
Charged by Missouri 
Welfare League. 


Transfer of 71 inmates from the 
Missouri Training School for Boys 
at Boonville to the State Peni- 
tentiary was not a hasty mass 
commitment but a carefully con- 
sidered step taken after study of 
individual records, Alfred Fieish- 
man, chairman of the newly ap- 
pointed State Board of Training 
Schools, asserted yesterday. 

The Missouri Welfare League 
had denounced the transfers 
which were made last Wednesday, 
as hurried action constituting 
“mass treatment.” 

Further criticism of the trans- 
fers came yesterday from Louis J. 
Sharp, who resigned as director of 
the Board of Training 
after Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
the old board. Sharp contended 
the transfers were designed to 
create “artificial quiet” at Boon- 
ville and deter escapes. 


Fleishman's 

Fleishman said that the 
league’s comment indicated the or- 
ganization had “either an errone- 
ous idea, or no idea at all, as to 
how we arrived at our decisions.” 

“When we found hardened erim- 
inals, boys who had been sen- 
tenced in various courts repeat 
edly for such crimes as robbery, 
larceny, holding up people by the 
use of deadly weapons, rape, at- 
tempted murder and sex crimes, 
it was our judgment that they 
must be removed from the midst 
of several hundred other boys who 
were repeatedly falling under their 
domination and control,” Fieish- 
man declared. 

“The law specifically states that 
persons with communicable dis- 
eases should not be admitted to 
the State Training School, and yet 
we found several with syphilis and 
communicable diseases which the 
school has no means of treat- 


ing... 
Source of Information. 

“The Missouri Welfare League 
questions our source of informa- 
tion. We had before us the com- 
plete record of each of the boys 
we committed—their records prior 
to being sent to Boonville, and 
their records at Boonville, We 
had medical records which indi- 
cated that there were several psy- 
chopaths among the boys.” 

Fieishman said the board had 
found records of attempted mur- 
ders ‘which had not been made 
public. Each transfer was the re- 
sult of unanimous decision and 
was approved by the Governor, he 
pointed out, adding that a psy- 
chiatrist has been engaged to 
make an individual case study of 
the transferred boys, and those 
recommended for “another 
chance” at Boonville will be given 
an opportunity for readjustment. 

“The criticism of the Missouri 
Welfare League is, in my mind, 
itself a heartening sign,” Fieish- 
man declared. “It indicates a close 
interest in the situation at- Boon- 
ville which we certainly hope will 
be. continuous“

MINNEAPOLIS TEACHER STRIKE 


ENDS IN PAY RISES FOR 2000): 


MINNEAPOLIS, March 22 (AP) 
—The month-old strike of Minne- 
Apolis public school teachers was 
at an end today. A compromise on 
wage demands reached last night 
sent the teachers back to their 
class rooms with a pledge of per- 
manent pay boosts ranging from 
$20 to $40 a month. 

The strike, called Feb. 24 by 
members of the AFL Federation 
of Teachers, had affected more 
than 2000 teachers in 92 schools 
and had kept more than 65,000 
children idle. About 1100 of the 
teachers were members of the un- 
ion. 

The teachers had demanded that 
the salary minimum be increased 
from $2000 to $3000 and the maxi- 
mum for those with masters’ de- 
grees from $4000 to $6000. The set- 
tlement boosts the permanent 
minimum from $2000 to $2400 and 
the maximum from $4200 to $4400. 
The board specified, however, that 
all regular full-time teachers 
would receive the $40 a month in- 
crease for the remaining seven and 


‘|one-half months of school in 1948. 


After Jan. 1, 1949, the minimum 
scale will remain at $2400 and the 
maximum scale will be set at 
$4400. The teachers agreed to make 
up nine of the 19 school days lost 
during the strike.

Capitalism is impossible without

Emil Schram, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, said 
here today. 


Addressing students at Wash- 
ington University, he outlined the 
part played by Wall Street in 
providing the free enterprise sys- 
tem with capital through sale of 
common and preferred stocks. 

“There is an alarming shortage 
of venture capital,” he asserted, 
and a free economy. does not 
progress unless there is money 
available from people who are 
willing to risk their funds in 
promising enterprises and under- 
takings.” 

The shortage of risk capital he 
attributed to heavy taxation of 
high incomes, 

“Wealthy people, who formerly 
supplied it, have little surplus aft- 
er taxes, living expenses and other 
obligations,” he said. “As a result, 
just now bonds are high and 
stocks are not in great demand.

pilots.” 

Year's Suspension. 

The report then added: 

“All pilots who have had major 
accidents should have their cer- 
tificates canceled automatically 
and should be reinstated after ap- 
proximately one year; and then 
only after a thorough rescreen- 
ing.” 

David L. Behncke, president of 
the Air Line Pilots Association, 
said the recommendation is “ridic- 
ulous in the extreme. ... Our 
experience has been that the con- 
clusion that an accident makes a 
pilot likely to have another acci- 
dent just isn’t true.” 

An industry official, asking not 
to be named, said such a step 
would end bad weather flying, 
when there is more strain on the 
pilot. He said the study of mili- 
tary crashes cannot be applied to 
commercial flying. 

The pilot proposal was only one 
of dozens made by Dolan, who 
was hired by the committee dur- 
ing an investigation of airline ac- 
cidents a year ago.

Dolan said the Civil Aeronautics 
Board has been “remiss” in writ- 
ing its safety regulations in hard- 
to-understand language. He said 
also the board has “deviated from 
its more important functions as- 
signed it by concerning itself 
largely with the problem of routes 
and rates.”

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The Red Cross Is There 


One of many reasons for generous support 
year after year for the Red Cross is demonstrated 
by the succor which this agency of mercy is pro- 
viding in the tornado-stricken towns in nearby 
Missouri and Illinois. As the news photographs 
show, the town of Bunker Hill, largest of the 
communities hit, was 90 per destroyed by the 
fury of the black storm. Almost before the 
dazed survivors could extricate themselves, re- 
lief crews were working their way through the 
warlike tangle of felled trees and wrecked houses 
and buildings. 

With soldiers from Scott Air Base, national 
guardsmen, physicians and others who hurried 
to the area from the outside, the Red Cross dis- 
aster workers joined in organizing activities, re- 
moving the dead, establishing aid stations for 
the injured and moving scores to hospitals in 
adjacent towns. Hot food was quickly provided 
and before the first night tents were pitched to 
shelter those homeless families which had not 
found accommodations in other communities. 
The Red Cross did not do all of this alone, but 
it did enough to prove itself many times over. 
Maintenance of the Red Cross by voluntary sub- 
scription keeps a trained force ready for just 
such unforeseen tragedies as fell out of the sky 
on the people of Bunker Hill and the other 
towns in the tornado’s mad course. 
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The Battle of Berlin 


Berlin has become one of the major battle- 
fields in the East-West war of nerves. As a four- 
power island deep in the Russian zone of Ger- 
many, it never has been a very comfortable spot 
for the French, British and Americans. All sup- 
plies must be brought in through Red-occupied 
territory, so the Russians have been in a good 
position from the start to be irksome. Now their 
licensed press has embarked on a propaganda 


campaign which demands that the Westerners | 


get out. This is sure to fall. 

The campaign reached a high point of intensi- 
ty when Marshal Vassily Sokolovsky stomped 
out of the Control Council after accusing Gen. 
Lucius Clay and Gen. Brian Robertson, the Amer- 
ican and British governors, of trying to sabotage 


it. Whether this was just a one-day perform- 


ance—as seems probable—or whether it means 
that the Russians will boycott all four-power ac- 
tivities from now on remains to be seen. 

This much, howevér is sure. The Western al- 
lies have no intention of pulling out of Berlin. 
They have every right to be there. And retire- 
ment would involve sacrifices of prestige and 
more substantial advantages which will not be 
made, Sokolovsky’s walk-out was not the first 
instance of Russian non-co-operation. The West- 
ern commanders often have been frustrated by 
similar if less dramatic incidents. : ö 

This has been particularly hard on the Berlin- 
ers, leaving less hope for them than even the lit- 
tle with which Germans elsewhere may console 
themselves. It also increases the danger of “in- 
cidents”—kidnappings and the like. But the 
tougher the Russians get, the more important 
Berlin becomes to the West—not merely as a 
symbol of determjnation, but as a listening post 
and as the outermost bastion of democracy’ on 
the Continent. .

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Futility of the China Bill

The whole amount has been candidly admitted

All of it would be a drop 
in the bucket of China’s epidemic inflation. Put- 
ting part of it aside for “military ald“ would be 
subdividing futility. What “military aid“ the 
$150,000,000 actually provided would be likely to 
find its way into the hands of the Chinese Com- 
munists, as so much American material has 


car done, on account of the notorious incompetence

The $570,000,000 China bill cannot possibly do 
China any lasting good, No amount of aid can 
help China unless it is accompanied by funda- 
mental reforms, which Chiang is unwilling to 
make.

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Sabotage of the King-Thompson Act 

The State Mediation Board set up under the 
King-Thompson Act is in danger of being sabo- 
taged in the first strike threatened in a public 
utility since the law went into effect last sum- 
mer. The Utility Workers’ Union has asked ar- 
bitration. of its wage dispute with the St. Louis 
County Water Co, This offer has been steadily 
refused by Victor Weir, president of the com- 
pany. He is relying on technicalities, charging 
that the union, in giving notice of the changes 
it desired in its contract, was late and was not 
as specific as the King- Thompson Act requires. 

It is conceded, however, that the union gave 
notice that it wanted certain changes, including 
higher wages, and that this notice was sent to 
the State Mediation Board well before the con- 
tract expired. 

Nevertheless, the company contends that the 
old contract was automatically renewed by the 
union's failure to give prompt and proper notifi- 


cation. And on this basis it filed suit in Circuit 


Court at Clayton to enjoin the State Mediation 
Board from taking a hand in the dispute until 
the courts decide whether the old contract was 
automatically renewed. 

An injunction is contrary to the spirit of the 
law and also, we should think, contrary to its 
letter. The latter point must be determined by 
the courts. 

Meanwhile, however, Vance Julian, chairman 
of the Mediation Board, should not take the 
stand—which he now seems to take—that the 
suit bars him from taking steps to enforce ar- 
bitration. It will be time for him to assume de- 
feat if and when the courts grant the injunc- 
tion. 

The courts, as well as the State Mediation 
Board, have the duty to see that the King- 
Thompson Act is not sabotaged at the outset by 
the technical, dilatory tactics of either the pub- 
lic utilities or their employes. The St. Louis

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A More Generous Customs Limit 


For many years, the duty-free limit for goods 
brought into the United States has been 3100 
in value. With prices as they are today, par- 
tieularly in highly inflated foreign exchanges, 
this is not enough to cover the keepsake type 
of gifts and items for wearing or personal use. 
The result is that impetus is given to under- 
declaring and otherwise trying to bring su(® 
purchases through customs duty free. 

Representative Bertrand W. Gearhart of 1 
fornia would improve this situation with a bill 
to increase the limit to $500 and to permit its 
use twiee a year. This change would take care 
of the purchases of the average visitor abroad. 
It would also reduce the necessity for going 
through every last piece of luggage with a fine 
tooth comb. And in its small way it would 
stimulate foreign trade and a more healthy 
economy in the world. 

Mr. Gearhart introduced his bill last year 
and at latest report it was still in the hands 
of the House Ways and Means Committee. 
It should be reported out and passed. 


If This Be Conservative 

After its slash in the income tax, the present 
conservative Congress cannot very well condemn 
the New Deal for fiscal imprudence. The same 
people who are voting to cut taxes fought the 
creation of public debt before the war, but they 
renounce the chance to pay off all the debt they 
can. Instead of fighting the dangerous postwar 
inflation, this Congress pours more gasoline on 
the flames, 

The country is in a real emergency. Most 
Congressmen know it. To contain Russia’s ag- 
gressive ambition and to mend the weakened 
national defense will take vast sums which Con- 
gress cannot yet reckon. As the New York Times. 
says, “the outlook is for a renewal of deficit 
financing and an expansion to a war economy.” 
But an election is near, and the false bait of 
lower taxes proves irresistible in Congress. 

So Congress juggles the books to make it seem 
that European aid in 1948 will cost less than it 
actually does cost. The chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee offers the theory that 
businesses already rolling in unprecedented 


_ take-home profits. will work harder for national 


defense if personal taxes are cut. A conserva- 
tive spokesman says that, to fulfill a moral obli- 
gation to the people, Congress should slash taxes 
today if it has to raise them back tomorrow. 

Franklin Roosevelt, who used deficits only to 
fight depression and wanted to increase taxes to 
pay more of the cost of the war while it was 
being fought, was a fiscal conservative by com- 
parison with the Eightleth Congress 
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Way Out of Right-to-Counsel Maze 

As disclosed in the Post-Dispatch, the Illinois 
Supreme Court has under consideration a rule 
which would guarantee full protection of right 
to counsel of accused persons who face the pos- 
sibility of a pentitentlary sentence, It also has 
authorized a conference group of members of 
the Illinois bar, law teachers and prosecuting of- 
ficials to draw up a rule which would provide an 
accepted procedure for petition by persons now 
in prison who say that they were not provided 
with counsel and so were not fairly tried under 
the Bill of Rights. 

These prospective rules show the Illinois Jus- 
tices not only responding to criticism, but think- 
ing along the right lines. If they approve rules 
fully guaranteeing right to counsel in all new 
cases and charting a definite course through 
what Justice Rutledge called the “labyrinth of 


blind alleys,” they will lift the black cloud of 


injustice which now covers the prosecuting and 
judicial machinery of Illinois.

The Veterans’ Administration itself has 
suggested it with reference to non-service- 
connected medical and hospital benefits, 
Every American wants the veteran to be 
compensated so far as humanly possible 
for injuries and illnesses in service. 


But just why ailments contracted after 
a discharge preceded by a careful medical 
examination should be carried by the tax- 
payer merits some contemplation. The 
same is true of many of the other vet- 
erans’ benefits, of which it is said that it 
would take two experts several weeks mere- 
ly to compile a list. 

Those who know American history will 
remember what a malodorous racket the 
Civil War pension system came to be, Aft- 
er no subsequent war has it been seriously 
proposed to renew the pension system. 


The cash bonus to veterans is in almost 
equally bad repute, though some states 
have again thrown money away in this 
manner and others will. And why should 
veterans, other than those with service- 
connected handicaps, have preference in 
civil service employment over persons who 
are plainly better qualified? 

It is not only the cost we should consider, 
though that is over seven billion dollars a 


year at present. It is rather the way in 
which we view citizenship and patriotism. 
Many of us grew up under the apparently 
naive notion, though still loudly declaimed 
that it is a privilege—more even than a 
duty—to serve our democratic country. 


If wounded or disabled we thought we 
had a claim upon our fellow countrymen, 
but scorned the humiliating status of a 
special privileged class. We were disgusted 
after 1918 and now have additional cause 
for disgust at those veterans who, rather 
than assuming the ordinary obligations of 
citizenship, placed themselves at the dis- 
posal of other interests in return for spe- 
cial privileges. 


What is good for the veteran is good for 
everybody. If complete medica] and hos- 
pital care is extended to veterans, why not 
to all American citizens? If educational 
benefits, the best of them all, are justifi- 
able for veterans, why not doubly so for all 
young Americans? 

If aid to secure decent housing is proper 
for veterans, not to be denied though the 
lowest income veteran is paradoxically 
slighted, why is it not proper for all Amer- 
ican families? 3

$2,768,658 or less than 8 per cent. The city 
fares better ag things stand.

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The Red Cross 10 There 


One of many reasons for generous support 
year after year for the Red Cross is demonstrated 
by the succor which this agency of mercy is pro- 
viding in the tornado-stricken towns in nearby 
Missouri and Illinois. As the news photographs 
show, the town of Bunker Hill, largest of the 
communities hit, was 90 per destroyed by the 
fury of the black storm. Almost before the 
dazed survivors could extricate themselves, re- 
lief crews were working their way through the 
warlike tangle of felled trees and wrecked houses 
and buildings. 

With soldiers from Scott Air Base, national 
guardsmen, physicians and others who hurried 
to the area from the outside, the Red Cross dis- 
aster workers joined in organizing activities, re- 
moving the dead, establishing aid stations for 
the injured and moving scores to hospitals in 
adjacent towns. Hot food was quickly provided 
and before the first night tents were pitched to 
shelter those homeless families which had not 
found accommodations in other communities. 
The Red Cross did not do all of this alone, but 
it did enough to prove itself many times over. 
Maintenance of the Red Cross by voluntary sub- 
scription keeps a trained force ready for just 
such unforeseen tragedies as fell out of the sky 
on the people of Bunker Hill and the other 
towns in the tornado’s mad course. 
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The Battle of Berlin 


Berlin has become one of the major battle- 
fields in the East-West war of nerves. As a four- 
power island deep in the Russian zone of Ger- 
many, it never has been a very comfortablé spot 
for the French, British and Americans. All sup- 
plies.must be brought in through Red-occupied 
territory, so the Russians have been in a good 
position from the start to bé itksome. Now their 
licensed press has embarked on a propaganda 


campaign which demands that the Westerners | 


get out. This is sure to fail. 

The campaign reached a high point of intensi- 
ty when Marshal Vassily Sokolovsky stomped 
out of the Control Council after accusing Gen. 
Lucius Clay and Gen. Brian Robertson, the Amer- 
ican and British governors, of trying to sabotage 


it. Whether this was just a one-day perform- © 


ance—as seems probable—or whether it means 
that the Russians will boycott all four-power ac- 
tivities from now on remains to be séen. 

This much, howevér is sure. The Western al- 
lies have no intention of pulling out of Berlin. 
They have every right to be there. And retire- 


ment would involve sacrifices of prestige and 


more substantial advantages which will not be 
made. Sokolovsky’s walk-out was not the first 
instance of Russian non-co-operation. The West- 
ern commanders often have been frustrated by 
similar if less dramatic incidents. 
This has been particularly hard on the Berlin- 
ers, leaving less hope for them than even the lit- 
tle with which Germans elsewhere may console 
themselves. It also increases the danger of “in- 
cidents”—kidnappings and the like. But the 
tougher the Russians get, the more important 
Berlin becomes to the West—not merely as a 
symbol of determjnation, but as a listening post 
and as the outermost bastion of democracy on 
the Continent. 5 
From this, there will be no retreat under a 
propaganda barrage. : 


Futility of the China Bill 
The futility of the $570,000,000 “economie aid” 
bill for China is being compounded by the move, 


made by the House Foreign Affairs Committee 


and being considered by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, to earmark $150,000,000 of 
that sum for “military aid,” 


The whole amount has been candidly admitted 


by the State Department to be neither “economic 
aid,” nor “military aid,” but plain outright relief, 
on the UNRRA order. All of it would be a drop 
in the bucket of China’s epidemic inflation. Put- 
ting part of it aside for “military aid” would be 
subdividing futility. What “military aid“ the 
$150,000,000 actually provided would be likely to 
find its way into the hands of the Chinese Com- 


munists, as so much American material has 


done, on account of the notorious incompetence 
of Chiang Kai-shek’s military leaders. 

The $570,000,000 China bill cannot possibly do 
China any lasting good, No amount of aid can 
help China unless it is accompanied by funda- 
mental reforms, which Chiang is unwilling to 
make. -The present relief measure grows out of 
domestic politics, and was offered to keep the 


Republicans from saying that the Democratic Ad- 
ministration is doing nothing to stem Commu- 
nism in China. It deserves to be scrapped. Un- 
til we can do something effective in China, it 
would be better to do nothing at all than to 
squander funds in political gestures. 
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Sabotage of the King-Thompson Act 


The State Mediation Board set up under the 
King-Thompson Act is in danger of being sabo- 
taged in the first strike threatened in a public 
utility since the law went into effect last sum- 
mer. The Utility Workers’ Union has asked ar- 
bitration of its wage dispute with the St. Louis 
County Water Co. This offer has been steadily 
refused by Victor Weir, president of the com- 
pany. He is relying on technicalities, charging 
that the union, in giving notice of the changes 
it desired in its contract, was late and was not 
as specific as the King-Thompson Act requires. 

It is conceded, however, that the union gave 
notice that it wanted certain changes, including 
higher wages, and that this notice was sent to 
the State Mediation Board well before the con- 
tract expired. 

Nevertheless, the company contends that the 
old contract was automatically renewed by the 
union's failure to give prompt and proper notifi- 


cation. And on this basis it filed suit in Circuit 


Court at Clayton to enjoin the State Mediation 
Board from taking a hand in the dispute until 
the courts decide whether the old contract was 
automatically renewed. 

An injunction is contrary to the spirit of the 
law and also, we should think, contrary to its 
letter. The latter point must be determined by 
the courts, 

Meanwhile, however, Vance Julian, chairman 
of the Mediation Board, should not take the 
stand—which he now seems to take—that the 
suit bars him from taking steps to enforce ar- 
bitration. It will be time for him to assume de- 
feat if and when the courts grant the injunc- 
tion. 

The courts, as well as the State Mediation 
Board, have the duty to see that the King- 
Thompson Act is not sabotaged at the outset by 
the technical, dilatory tactics of either the pub- 
lic utilities or their employes. The St. Louis 
County Water Co. dispute should be arbitrated— 
at once, as the King-Thompson Act provides. 
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A More Generous Customs Limit 


For many years, the duty-free limit for goods 
brought into the United States has been $100 
in value. With prices as they are today, par- 
ticularly in highly inflated foreign exchanges, 
this is not enough to cover the keepsake type 
of gifts and items for wearing or personal use. 
The result is that impetus is given to under- 
declaring and otherwise trying to bring su(® 
purchases through customs duty free. 

Representative Bertrand W. Gearhart of 1 
fornia would improve this situation with a bill 
to increase the limit to $500 and to permit its 
use twiee a year. This change would take care 
of the purchases of the average visitor abroad. 
It would also reduce the necessity for going 
through every last piece of luggage with a fine 
tooth comb. And in its small way it would 
stimulate foreign trade and a more healthy 
economy in the world. 

Mr. Gearhart introduced his bill last year 
and at latest report it was still in the hands 
of the House Ways and Means Committee. 
It should be reported out and passed. 
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If This Be Conservative 


After its slash in the income tax, the present 
conservative Congress cannot very well condemn 
the New Deal for fiscal imprudence. The same 
people who are voting to cut taxes fought the 
‘creation of public debt before the war, but they 
renounce the chance to pay off all the debt they 
can. Instead of fighting the dangerous postwar 
inflation, this Congress pours more gasoline on 
the flames, 

The country is in a real emergency. Most 
Congressmen know it. To contain Russia’s ag- 
gressive ambition and to mend the weakened 
national defense will take vast sums which Con- 
gress cannot yet reckon. As the New York Times. 
says, “the outlook is for a renewal of deficit 
financing and an expansion to a war economy.” 
But an election is near, and the false bait of 
lower taxes proves irresistible in Congress. 

So Congress juggles the books to make it seem 
that European aid in 1948 will cost less than it 
actually does cost. The chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee offers the theory that 
businesses already rolling in unprecedented 


. take-home profits. will work harder for national 


defense if personal taxes are cut. A conserva- 
tive spokesman says that, to fulfill a moral obli- 
gation to the people, Congress should slash taxes 
today if it has to raise them back tomorrow. 

Franklin Roosevelt, who used deficits only to 
fight depression and wanted to increase taxes to 
pay more of the cost of the war while it was 
being fought, was a fiscal conservative by com- 
parison with the Eightieth Congress

Way Out of Right-to-Counsel Maze 

As disclosed in the Post-Dispatch, the Illinois 
Supreme Court has under consideration a rule 
which would guarantee full protection of right 
to counsel of accused persons who face the pos- 
sibility of a pentitentiary sentence. It also has 
authorized a conference group of members of 
the Illinois bar, law teachers and prosecuting of- 
ficials to draw up a rule which would provide an 
accepted procedure for petition by persons now 
in prison who say that they were not provided 
with counsel and so were not fairly tried under 
the Bill of Rights. 

These prospective rules show the Illinois Jus- 
tices not only responding to criticism, but think- 
ing along the right lines. If they approve rules 
fully guaranteeing right to counsel in all new 
cases and charting a definite course through 
what Justice Rutledge called the “labyrinth of 


blind alleys,” they will lift the black cloud of 


injustice which now covers the prosecuting and 
judicial machinery of Illinois. 

It still is to be greatly regretted that Chief 
Justice Loren E. Murphy and his associates could 
not see their way clear to set aside the con- 
victions in the Shoffner and Wilson right-to- 
counsel cases. But this much is certain: If they 
adopt the rules under consideration, Illinois 


never again will send an illiterate man to prison 
without benefit of counsel to protect his trial

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Too Many Veterans’ Benefits? 


The Mirror

It is bad enough that benefits for veterans already swallow a fifth 
of the national budget, educator says; it is worse that patriotism is 
cheapened into a pursuit of material gain; cites evils in special 
medical service, educational, housing and civil service privileges.

It is a very serious business. But it is 
never too late to stop and take a look. 
When veterans’ benefits of all kinds take 
20 per cent of the whole national budget it 
is high time to re-examine the program. 


The Veterans’ Administration itself has 
suggested it with reference to non-service- 
connected medical and hospital benefits, 
Every American wants the veteran to be 
compensated so far as humanly possible 
for injuries and illnesses in service. 


But just why ailments contracted after 
a discharge preceded by a careful medical 
examination should be carried by the tax- 
payer merits some contemplation. The 
same is true of many of the other vet- 
erans’ benefits, of which it is said that it 
would take two experts several weeks mere- 
ly to compile a list. 


Those who know American history will 
remember what a malodorous racket the 
Civil War pension system came to be, Aft- 
er no subsequent war has it been seriously 
proposed to renew the pension system. 


The cash bonus to veterans is in almost 
equally bad repute, though some states 
have again thrown money away in this 
manner and others will. And why should 
veterans, other than those with service- 
connected handicaps, have preference in 
civil service employment over persons who 
are plainly better qualified? 


It is not only the cost we should consider, 
though that is over seven billion dollars a 


year at present, It is rather the way in 
which we view citizenship and patriotism, 
Many of us grew up under the apparently 
naive notion, though still loudly declaimed 
that it is a privilege—more even than a 
duty—to serve our democratic country. 

If wounded or disabled we thought we 
had a claim upon our fellow countrymen, 
but scorned the humiliating status of a 


special privileged class. We were disgusted | 


after 1918 and now have additional cause 
for disgust at those veterans who, rather 
than assuming the ordinary obligations of 
citizenship, placed themselves at the dis- 
posal of other interests in return for spe- 
cial privileges. 


What is good for the veteran is good for 
everybody. If complete medical and hos- 
pital care is extended to veterans, why not 
to all American citizens? If educational 
benefits, the best of them all, are justifi- 
able for veterans, why not doubly so for all 
young Americans? 

If aid to secure decent housing is proper 
for veterans, not to be denied though the 
lowest income veteran is paradoxically 
slighted, why is it not proper for all Amer- 
ican families? 

The idolized American Mom is gradually 
undergoing metamorphosis into a real 
human being. Her self-worshiping son, 
the veteran, should also be advanced to 
that honorable rank. Then eventually Pop 
too will get there. 


Pensions Without a Strike

When employers and unions have a mu- 
tual will to agree about pensions and sick 
benefits they can come to satisfactory con- 
clusions without the loss that comes from 
work stoppage. 

The Amalgamated Clothing Workers, 
CIO, and the Clothing Manufacturers As- 
sociation have had a welfare fund since 
1943. Without any recriminations on either 
side, the trustees of that fund have agreed 
to liberalize both pensions and sickness 
benefits to meet increased costs. 

In view of the claims and counter-claims 
of Mr. Lewis and the coal operators, it is 
interesting to observe that the manufac- 
turers and unions in the clothing industry 


both state that the welfare fund is healthy 
enough to pay the increased benefits, The 
workers didn’t demand something beyond 
the resources of the fund, and the manu- 
facturers agreed to pay out all that was 
possible. 

It appears to be the tradition in the coal 
mining industry that before any agreement 
is reached Mr. Lewis and the operators 
shall regale the public by calling each other 
bad names. Then comes a strike. After 
these preliminaries, and when the shortage 
of coal begins to inflict distress, the opera- 
tors and the mine workers make an agree- 
ment. It is a wasteful and unintelligent 
process,

AT GLAYTON GALLERY 


15 St. Louisans Exhibiting in 
Observance of Organiza- 
tion’s First Anniversary. 


About 250 artists and art collec- 
tors of the St. Louis area attended 
a reception and exhibition of 
paintings yesterday at Pen & Pal- 
ette, 24 North Brentwood boule- 
vard, Clayton, in observance here 


of National Artiste’ Equity Week. 

Artists’ Equity Association, 
whose aim is to protect and ad- 
vance the professional interests of 
American painters, sculptors and 
print-makers, is one year old this 
month. The anniversary is being 
marked by displays by many New 
York dealers and one gallery in 
each other major city. 

Works by 15 members of the St. 
Louis chapter of Equity are on 
view at the Clayton gallery. Side 
by side are paintings by perennial 
prize-winrfers and by students who 
triumphed in recent major compe- 
titions. The collection runs the 
gamut from extreme traditional- 
ism to the most’ experimental 
kinds of painting. 

Walter Barker, Washington Uni- 
versity student who won the $250 
first prize for oils in last year’s 
Missouri exhibition, is showing 
“American Alley Cats,” a rhyth- 
mic, graceful composition of two 
cats, arbitrarily colored green with 
black stripes and red eyes.

Other students in the show are 
Warren Brandt, represented by his 
prize-winning “Woman Washing 
Her Hair”; Glory Kaiser, by “Peo- 
ple in a Streetcar,” a crowded 
medley, of faces typifying Ameri- 
ca’s melting pot; Stanley Radulo- 
vich, “Chess Players,” in which 
vertical, cubistic composition seems 
to intensify the concentration in 
the contestants’ eyes, and Deme- 
trios Jameson, “Miserlou,” largest 
picture on view. 

“Miserlou,” Jameson said, is 
Greek for “misery.” The work is 
intended to suggest the tragedy of 
prejudice against minority groups. 
It shows human beings of varied 
racial characteristics suffering 
pain and starvation behind the 
fence of a concentration camp and 
the bars of a prison. 

Beauties of nature rather than 
problems of human beings are the 
concern of William Bauer, who is 
among the older artists represent- 
ed. His “Snow Pattern,” a forest 
scene in winter especially rich in 
coloring, has been placed in the 
gallery window. Other realistic 
paintings are Siegfried Reinhardt’s 


symbolic oil by moonlight called 


“Babylon” and William Fett’s wa- 
ter color of an Indiana landscape, 
in which marks made by the brush 
handle suggest light penetrating 
foliage. 

Tanasko Milovich’s “Katherine,” 
a creative interpretation of a per- 
sonality, is the only portrait shown. 
The sitter was his wife and fellow 
artist, Estelle Ehrmann Milovich. 
Aimee Schweig’s bright bouquet 
is the only still life in view. 

Three Pictures of Dancers. 

Fred Conway’s new wax paint- 
ing shows a whirling dancer. Va- 
ried space-breaking in patches of 
different textures and colors sug- 
gests rapid motion resulting in 
uncertainty of vision. Belle Cra- 
mer’s quieter “Melancholy Dan- 
cer,” on the same theme, provides 
contrast in technique and mood. 
Neither, however, has quite the 
weird, spectral quality of “Cursive 
Chthonic. Necromancy,” a compo- 
sition of three slim dancers by 
Michael Chomyk. 

“Picnic in the Park,” by Miriam 
O'Malley, is an expressionistic wa- 
ter color whose bright. hues are 
designed to convey the warmth 
and happiness of a family outing 
when all goes smoothly. Blank 
tiredness is suggested in the flat, 
mural-like tones of adult faces in 
Marston Hamlin’s street scene 
called “Sunday Evening,” in which 
only a small girl dressed in a 
woman’s finery seems able to find 
amusement.

DE. MARTIN F. PALMER, recently elected president of 
the American Speech Correction Association, has said that only 
speech-defective persons can understand the torment of being 
tragically limited in the ability to communicate with your 
fellow human beings. Worse than being limbless is this 
handicap, and even worse than having temporarily lost the 
power of speech. One out of every 20 persons in America has 
now, or once had, a speech defect. Here is America’s largest 
handicapped group—and also its most neglected. 

Dr. Palmer is director of the Institute of Logopedics in 
Wichita, Kan. Young and dynamic, he devotes himself to 
improving the speéch of orally afflicted men and women, boys 
and girls. How socially important his work may be is suggested 
by the fact that a recent survey made among a large group 
of stutterers in Iowa revealed that 25 per cent of the group had 
either contemplated or actually attempted suicide.

AND WHAT a hope this scientific program holds forth to 
these people! We are told that 90 per cent of the vocally handi- 
capped can have not only help, but normal speech, if given 
proper corrective training, In one group of 2300 cases where 
individual training was received, 2000 were either completely 
corrected or substantially improved. 

At the present time there are too few schools to meet the 
national need, The American Speech Correction Association has 
as ita goal national recognition of the problem and an effective 
program of correction and cure, Dr. Palmer as president of the 
association may be counted on to develop and enlarge ‘this 
campaign which means so much to so many.

Old McKendree Seeks Greater

of by the 105 founding fathers 
who in 1828 launched what was 
called Lebanon Seminary on eight 
acres that had cost $24 and with 
contributions and promises that 
totaled $1385. It is of record in 
the college archives that at the 
launching, when subscriptions 
were asked, Nicholas Horner led 
off with $100, Nathan Horner, A. 
W. Casad and David Chamberlin 
chipped in $50 apiece and the re- 
mainder of the 105 came through 
with twenties and tehs. 

It was not as though the con- 
tributors gave without expectation 
of return, for it was stipulated 
that stockholders would be en- 
titled for each $10 share to send a 
scholar who would be free from 
charges for house rent and use of 
the library and fuel. So it was 
practically education for free 
while Edward Raymond Ames 
was running it as principal during 
the first few years, when it was 
financed with funds obtained by 
Akers, as agent, from “friends of 
literature,” so-called in the min- 
utes of the ‘Methodist Conference 
when, in 1830, it took the fledg- 
ling institution under its wing. 

The friends of literature were 
not too friendly, it would seem, 
for in 1834, after Peter Akers had 
been appointed as the first presi- 
dent and the name had been 
changed to McKendree College, a 
decree went forth that the price 
of board and lodging would hence- 
forth be $1.12% a week provided 
the student brought along his own 
bedding and paid his own laundry 
bills. Students whose parents or 
guardians were, not stockholders 
were assessed an additional 25 
cents for house rent and fuel. 

In 1837, when the first printed 
catalogue was issued, the charge 
for tuition, room, board, wood, 
lights and washing was $87.50 to 
$99.50 a year and it was earnestly 
recommended that no student in- 
‘cur any debta, 

As late as the spring of 1911, 
when new dormitories and dining 
hall were occupied, the charge 
was 75 cents a week for room and 
$2.25 for board. 

In the very early years the 
faculty pay was on a par with 
what the students were asked to 


Lebanon (Ill.) School, 120 Years Old

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pay. Edward Raymond Ames, who 
was principal before there was a 
president, was paid $115 the first 
year. The second year he got a 
raise to $125.

It was not perhaps surprising 
that Ames, at the end of his sec- 
ond year, felt that he had a

doubted whether he had what it 
took to be a circuit rider. When 
it came up at conference the vote 
was a tie.

President Akers took seriously 
his responsibility for the moral 
conduct of the students. Once, in 
a crisis, he called a special meet- 
ing of the board to report that 
several of the boys had been 
caught attending a circus, and 
what was worse some of them 
had had the sanction of their “pro- 
fessing” parents. The president, 
in reporting and moralizing at 
great length in a report to the 
board, did not feel called upon to 
argue the diabolical nature and 
grossly corrupting tendency of the 
circus and similar sports. Neither 
did he think it necessary to en- 
large on the manifest inconsistency 
of sending the same children to a 
Christian Sabbath school and to 
“the Sabbath school of hell.” If 
the board members didn’t back 
him up he would resign.

HE board backed him up, au- 

thorizing the administration to 

use strong measures for the 
proper restraint of wayward stu- 
dents. Whether that had anything 
to do with it, Akers returned to 
circuit riding at the end of the 
year.

The First Discard. 


IME and again I have heard 
T gin players make statements 
to the effect that there is no 
skill whatsoever in the first few 
plays at gin and that the real 
play only commences when a 
large part of the stock has been 
used up. 

I must take exception to that at- 
titude. In my opinion every play 
is important and there is nearly 
always a right play and a wrong 
Play in the choice of every dis- 
card. 

The difference is that the first 
discard is nearly always a matter 
of percentage, and the difference 
between the right and wrong play 
may be a little as five per cent. 
Hence the best play will fre- 
quently go wrong whereas the gec- 
ond or even the third best will 
turn ouf to be the winner. Once 
more, gin is not an exact science, 


Beftre making my first discard 
I classify my hand as good, fair, 
poor or bad, as the case may be. 


With a good hand I discard 
whichever card is least useful to 
me since I want to play to win 
the hand as quickly as possible. 
With a bad hand I start to play 
defensWely and discard that card 
which is least likely to help my 
opponent. 

With a fair or a poor hand I 
take the middle road and try to 
discard a card that has some ele- 
ment of protection but which at 
the same time won't hurt my 
own chances too much. A favorite 
discard in this instance is to 
throw a king from king-queen or 
king-jack. I am only giving up 
one chance for a matched set and 
my discard is only subject to cap- 
ture to form a set of three or four

“Guess what! Dad and mom just 
handed me a couple of tickets for 
the symphony Saturday night. 
Don’t you want to go?” He can 
come to her home and they drive 
down in her car. 


Many parents are intelligent 
enough to recognize real worth and 
potential success in a young man, 
and be not only willing but de- 
lighted to help him get started in 
this way. In some cities, e.g., 
Washington, D.C., there is a good 
deal of initiative taken by parents 
in entertaining young men of less 
immediate wealth but good poten- 
tialities as sons-in-law.
